First national bank, of Macon, and the 
I. C. Plant’s Sons’ bank, two of the 
oldest and generally accepted as among 
the most sclid financial institutions Of 
the south closed their doors this morn- 
ing in the face of a long ne of cred- 
itors, to whom were due sums aggregat- 
ing over $2,000,000. ‘The failures were 
wholly unexpected. 

Both banks are known in the financial 
world whenever and wherever Macon’s 
financia] condition are discussed, and 
poth have always been considered abun- 
dantly able to meet any and all deinands 
ihat might at any time be made upon 
them. Both carried the Plant name, a 
name long since accepted in the finan- 
cial world generally as a synonym for 
prompt payment, safety honesty. 
So strong has been the faith of the pub- 
iio in the Plant name that of the two 
banks. ene a MNnational depository, the 
other a private institution, the latter car- 
ried a larger deposit than th: former. 

With both banks R. H .Plant’s name 
was prominently identified. Of thes na- 
tiona] bank he was president, while of 
the private bank he was the sole direc- 
tor, if not owner. it was to him all ques- 
tious of more than ordinary interest were 
referred, and it was he alone who pass- 
ed upon such matters. The First na- 
bank was established in 1865, 
and had a capital and surplus of 32665,-

No intimation of any embarrassment, 
of any kind was abroad until after the 
calamity had come, and for that reason 
the failures were that muah greater in 
the surprise they carried to the public. 

With the stroke, of 9 this morning the 
doors of the national bairk were thrown 
open for business and for about forty 
minutes the clerKs and officials went on 
with the daily routine of banking work, 
some accepting money and others paying 
it out. Albout 9:40 a well known business 
man presented a check for several hun- 
dred dollars. The cashier received the 
piece of paper from the payee, but in- 
stead af handing over the money, walked 
toward the directors’ room, where he 
remained a minute. Then returning to 
his window he passed the check back 
te the payee, remarking:

HEARST BEATEN 
IN CALIFORNIA 


Anti-Hearst Forces Control 
~~ Convention, 


Hearst Candidate for Temporary 
Chairman Defeated by Frank 
H. Gould, Formerly Speaker 
of California Assembly. 
‘Frisco Delegation Did 
the Work. 


Santa Cruz, Cal., May !6—At the 
opening today of the California demo- 
cratic convention to choose delegates to 
the national convention, William § R, 
Hearst failed to gain control of the as- 
semblage by a vote of 367 to 345. 

The contest was on the selection of 
tempsrary chairman. Frank H. Gould, 
of San Francisco, formerly speaker of 
the California assembly, leader of the 
delegates who are opposed to Hearst as 
a candidate for president, was _ elected 
chairman over former Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor W..T.. Jeter. of Santa Crum, 
Hearst's candidate for the chair. 

This complexion of the convention, it 
is said, will preclude the sending to the 
national convention of a delegation in- 
structed for Hearst. 

Gould's election was brought about by 
the vote of the San Francisco delegation, 


Hearst Men Still Hopeful. 

Delegates opposed to Hearst are will- 
ing to pass laudatory resolutions, and 
will not even make a hard fight to se- 
lect delegates known to be opposed to the 
candidacy of Hearst, but they will op- 
pose the passage of the unit rule. 

Hearst adherents are not willing to ac- 
cept today’s vote as a final test. They 
say that personality entered into the 
contest to a great extent, and many of 
those who voted for Gould, they say, are 
favorable to instructing the delegation 
for Hearst. Hearst partisans announce 
that they will make no compromise, but 
must have an instructed, united delega- 
tion.

FIFTY MILES OF RAILROADS 
DESTRCYED BY JAPANESE 

St. Petersburg, May 16.—Official ad- 
vices received today by the general staff 
say that the Capanese have destroyed 50 
miles of the railroad north of Kin-Chou. 
No resistance was made by the Rus- 
sians, who are gradually abandoning it. 
On the Japanese approach Colonel Spiri- 
doloff, of the Amur railroad battalion, 
is seeking to render the railroad useless 
to the enemy by removing the switches 
and otherwise disabling it. The Russians 
are retiring because of the approach of 
the Japanese columns sent westward by 
General Kuroki immediately after the 
occupation of Cheng-Wang-Cheng ‘The 
Opinion is expressed today that General 
Kuropatkin will not remain at Liao- 
Yang. This view seemed to be borne 
out by reports from Liao-Yang announc- 
ing the departure of R&ssian families 
from that point. 

It is said that General Kuropatkin is 
not at all discouraged by the advance of 
the Japanese. Telegrams received here 
today from Liao-Yang report him as be- 
ing ‘‘perfectly satisfied with the outlook.

ATTACK ON RUSSIAN MINT 
LED BY CHINESE OFFICIALS 

Tiao-Yang, May !6.—Further details of 
the attack made May 14 by Chinese sol- 
diers upon the railway coal mines oc- 
cupied by the Russian administrative 
force near Port Adgms ¢how that the 
troops were the bodyguard of the gover- 
nor of Foo-Chow, who headed the attack 
in person and was attended by fifteen Chi- 
nese official:. The governor ordered the 
arrest and the beheading of the Chinese 
miners. The Russians were stripped and 
driven off naked, their property 
looted and 20,000 tons @f coaj were 
stroyed. 

A detachment of Japanese troops had 
passed the coal mines the previous day 
hut did not touch them, regarding them 
Another conflict be- 
tween Cossacks and Chinese bandits has 
occurred in the village of Chantaidzy. 
Ihe bandits, it stated, were led by 
four Japanese troopers. The Cossacks, 
numbering thirty-three, lost two killed 
and succeeded in killing twenty-five of 
the DBandits. Lieutenant Sorrokin, who 
was wounded in the eye in the fight at 
Kulien-Cheng, owes his life to the mercy 
of a Japanese soldier.

Jackson, Miss, May 1!6.—(Special.)—A 
decision of vital importance to the tur- 
pentine interests of the south was hand- 
ed down at the weekly sitting of. the su- 
preme court in the suit of O'Farrell v. 
Bay Manufacturing Company. The su- 
preme court held that the occupant of a 
government homestaad has the right to 
lease the use of timber thereon for tur- 
pentine purposes, notwithstanding the 
fact that title to homestead has not been 
perfected by the required length of resi- 
dence. The court further held that the 
cutting and boxing of trees on public 
lands is not a criminal offense and it 
does not destroy the trees or retard their 
growth, that the making of such leases 
is not in violation cf tne government 
statutes or contrary to the public policy 
of the United States.

Plant’s son bank 
has directed attention to these other 
concerns, but while Mr. Plant has made 
no statement, on account of his illness, 
and while his attOrneys decline so far to 
talk, it can, with al? safety, be asserted, 
without fear of contradiction, that not 
One of these can, or will in any way, be 
involved. To these concerns he is no 
more than any other stockholder and his 
failure at the bank can no more touch 
them than would the failure of any other 
stockhalder.

SENATOR D0 
10.60 TO FARM 


ATOR DODD 


Went to Prison Commission To 
Begin His Sentence, 


As Short Term Man He 
Either Have To Go On County 
Roads or to the Farm—What 
the Senator Says of His 
Case. 


State Senator W. P. Dodd, of the forty- 
third district, who was convicted in Gor- 
don county superfor court a few days 
ago of embezalement of public school 
funds which he held as county school 
commissioner, and who was sentenced 
to two years’ service in the state peni- 
tentiary, came to Atlanta yesterday, ac- 
companied by his counsel, Colonel Ram- 
@auer, and presented himself at the office 
of the prison commission for the purpose 
of beginning his sentence. 

Under the new convict system all short 
term men must either be sent to the 
counties which are working convicts on 
the public roads, until such counties 
have their full quota, or they must be 
sent to the state farm at Milledgeville. 
Captain Goodloe Yancey, secretary of 
the prison commission, who has charge 
of assigning all the men, will probably 
have Senator Dodd sent today to the 
State farm. Dodd, it is #ealized, is not 
physically able to do manual labor on 
the roads, and for this reason it was 
practically decided yesterday to send him 
to the farm, 

Dodd Makes Statement. 

Following is the first statement of his 
case made by Senator Dodd to a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution: 

“All I have to say is that after a trial 
the jury returned a verdict of guilty 
with a recommendation to mercy. It 
must he remembered that I introduced 
no evidence and with all the evidence 
of the state a recommendation come 
from the jury. 

“I agreed with my lawyers and we in- 
troduced no evidence; if we had, it might 
have been different. Yet I believe no 
member of the jury believed I used the 
money. 

“I did not use it, and that is the only 
reason I have been able to stand up under 
the terrible strain. I paid the money to 
the teachers of Gordon county and I 
believe all of them believe itt, and I now 
Say under the law, if I am guilty, Iam 
only technically so, and as to moral guili 
no man will or can truthfully charge 
me with that. [ never expected to. re- 
ceive such expressions of faith and con- 
fidence as have been given 
friends. It’s more than I or any man 
could deserve. This {s all I have to say.”’ 

Story of the Case. 

Dodd was elected county schoo! com- 
missioner of Gordon county in tne spring 
of 1899. Several irregularities were 
found in his accounts eas county schooo! 
commissioner beginning in 1900 and 
seading up to January 2 1902, the date 
of the embezziement on Ywhtich he was 
tried and convicteu. The sri]! shortages 
discovered and standing again jim up 
to this date were paid to Pe ce. 
Mr, Dodd, and it was thought by thease 
investigating the bomks that the situa- 
tion was not so serious as at first be- 
lieved, the shortages being charged 
mainly to loose methods in bookkeeping,

For National Chairman. 

In discussing the various possibili- 
ties for the national chairmanship, 
there is a tendency on the part of 
the administration organs to regard 
the chief necessary qualification to 
be ability to hold up the big corpora- 
tions of the country for campaign 
funds. The ability to do this is gen- 
erally pictured as the chief secret of 
the success of the late Senator Han- 
na as the republican chairman. 

While it is unquestionably true 
that, in the campaigns he managed, 
Senator Hanna was able to secure 
very large campaign contributiohs, 
it seems to us only fair to say that 
this was but one feature contributing 
to his success. 

Senator Hanna was a great cam- 
paign leader because he was a great 
business man, posessing remarkable 
executive talent. Under his command 
the republican party organization 
was transformed into a great busi- 
ness machine which went about get- 
ting results in the same manner that 
Would have’ been employed had it 
been a great industrial work that 
was in hand instead of great political 
work, 

It may be possible for the republi- 
cans to find some man with the abil- 
ity to “fry the fat” out of the trust 
magnates for the benefit of republi- 
Can campaign fund, but it will be ex- 
tremely difficult to find anywhere a 
Man possessing the same ability as 
Senator Hanna in handling the party 
machinery. 

The fact is, there. are few such 
men; and so far as can be discovered, 
practically all of these are at heart 
opposed to President Roosevelt.

Modern War’s Deadliness. 

From all casualty reports of the 
first real battle of the Russo-Japa- 
nese war, that at the crossing of the 
Yalu river, it is doubtful if any bat- 
. tle of modern times can show such 
deadliness, 

Each side is reported to have lost 
approximately 2.500 men killed, and 
the total number of men engaged 
was not to exceed 50,000. A 10 per 
cent death loss in battle is something 
almost unprecedented. 

And yet the Yalu battle is not re- 
garded as much more than a prelim-

Kind broken in battle after battle. 
When General Kuroki engages Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin in a great pitched 


| battle, or before Harbin, military ex-, 


perts are predicting a fight so san- 
guinary that the world will be ap- 
palled with the horror of it. 

The reason for the increasing dead- 
liness of war is to be found in the 
greater ingenuity of modern engines 
of warfare, in smail arms no less than 
in cannon, and in the character of 
the explosives used as well. Today a 
well served battery of artillery will 
make widows and orphans at a fear- 
ful rate. Dynamite will slay its hun- 
dreds where the old gunpowder slew 
its score, and smokeless powder used 
in a modern repeating rifle is hardly 
less deadly. Today a long range con- 
flict can be conducted with more ex- 
ecution than followed the close con- 
tact of great armies in the days past. 
What the slaughter of a fair fight be- 
tween Russ and Jap in force may be 
Staggers the imagination, but we are 
likely soon to see a practical dem- 
onstration of the murderous possibil- 
ities of modern armament. 

One reason for the severe Japa- 
nese loss in the battle of the Yalu 
was that the soldiers of the mikado 
charged in the old-fashioned close for- 
mation—something that the British 
in their battles with the Boers learn- 
ed by costly experience not to do. 
The new weapons have forced new 
fighting methods, for it is nothing 
Short of wholesale suicide for an ar- 
my to advance today “as if on dress 
parade,” as the war correspondents 
used to delight to describe it. It is 
now highly necessary for a soldier to 
nave that rare thing, personal initia- 
tive. He must know how to single out 
his enemy and how to save his own 
precious skin at the same time. He is 
no longer a mere military automaton, 
to be wheeled and obliqued with 
clockwork precision at word of com- 
mand. 

The friends of universal peace are 
largely basing their hopes of attain- 
ing that grand consummation on the 
increased destructiveness of modern 
armaments, They believe war is be- 
coming so deadly that it will, for that 
very reason, soon be impossible.

The Cossacks Again. 

Attention has heretofore been call- 
ed to the apparent failure of the Cos- 
sack cavalrymen in Manchuria and 
Korea to perform any of the wonder- 
ful feats expected of them. 

In this connection, it is interesting 
to note the Japanese estimates of 
these famous mounted warriors, based 
upon the observations of those who 
have been brought into actual con- 
flict with them. The Japan Weekly 
Mail has this to say on the subject: 


It is interesting to read the first Japa- 
nese appreciation of the Cossacks. An 
officer of rank jis reported as saying that 
in their habits these men differ from 
any people he has ever met. They live 
mare like savages than hhuman beings. 
Their dress is simply a sheep’s skin, and 
not being accompanied by any commis- 
Sariat they eat whatever they find, a 
raw chicken being a delicacy in their 
opinion. Moreover, they prefer bivouack- 
ing in the open to sleeping under the 
shelter of a roof, and their power of 
covering long distances is . remarkable, 
though in point of actual celerity they do 
not exceed other cavalry. It is with re- 
gard to intelligence and courage that this 
officer denies then any praise. He speaks 
as though their love of life rendered them 
almost contemptible for military pur- 
poses, and as though their want of quick 
perception constituted a thorough dis- 
ability. His judgment is based upon re- 
peated observation of their conduct as 
scouts. At Chonju they had all the ad- 
vantages of position, but they made no 
attempt to utilize them. and wasted two 
hours practically doing nothing. During 
that time JTdeutenant Yeshigami, with 


twenty Japarmese troepers, held his 
ground against seventy or eighty Cos- 
sacks on the right wing of the Japanese, 
and the Ruasians, having wasted all 
their temporary superiority of numbers 
and position, retired at once so soon as 
they found themselves under infantry fire. 
It is too-early, of course, to pass 
judgment upon the latter day Cos- 
sacks, either in criticism or in praise. 
But it is certainly a significant fact 
that the Japanese infantrymen refuse 
to be frightened by the prospect of 
doing battle with them. 
Ownership in 
Britain. 
Great Britain is teaching the cities 
of the civilized world valuable les- 
sons along the municipal ownership 
line, and to Glasgow belongs the 
credit of blazing the trail for the 
United Kingdom. So simple has the 


Municipal Great 


principle of public ownership proven, 
that the experience of our British 
cousins is apt to exert a potent in- 
fluence on municipal administration 
during the twentieth century. 

The canny city fathers of Glasgow 
opened hostilities approximately for- 
ty years ago by erecting a number 
of model, sanitary tenement build- 
ings and renting them at nominal 
rates to the laboring classes. This 
step was taken as an answer to the 
refusal of the landlords to make 
such improvements as were absolute- 
ly necessary for the health and com- 
fort of the slum element. Since that 
trme the city has added enormously 
to its real estate holdings. Today its 
residential property is valued up into 
the millions, and the fact that it 
charges a uniformly low rent for hy- 
gienic homes has put an end to the 
extortionate and disease-ridden rule 
of the erstwhile landlords. The lat- 
ter have simply been compelled to 
meet the city’s competition or incon- 
tinently shut up shop. 

The city owns all of its public util- 
ities with the exception of the ceme- 
féries, and steps for the absorption of 
these have been inaugurated. A 
meaty series of articles which Fred- 
eric Upham Adams is contributing to 
American newspapers gives the story 
in detail, and epitomizes the argu- 
ments advanced for the policy. He 
shows where the city, in its capacity 
of owner, is saving its citizens mil- 
lions of dollars yearly on their bills 
for ‘telephones, electric lights, car 
fare, gas, water, food and even 
amusements, Step by step and 
against apparently insuperable obsta- 
cles, the municipality has acquired 
control of these varied utilites from 
private concerns and putting down 
the rates to a nominal size, saved 
the consumer money, has raised the 
Wages and lessened the hours of the 
employee and accumulated a public 
fund for benevolent purposes. 

Using the public operation of trams 
or street cars as an illustration, the 
rapid increase of profits is readily 
seen. The city took charge of its 
own transportation system in 1894, 
and the following table exhibits re- 
sults, inclusive of 1903:

Proportionate profit, varying with 
the scope of the industry involved, 
has been returned in the various in- 
stances cited. Emnthused by the suc- 
cess of Glasgow, other Scotch and 
English municipalities began the pub- 
lic operation of their own light, water 
and street railway franchises. As a 
consequence, the idea has obtained 
firm root throughout the United King- 
aom. A vivid indication of its 
strength with hard headed business 
men is evidenced by the fact that 
|} parliament has empowered the Lon- 
don county council to purchase all 
of the docks and ware houses in the 
port of London, at an estimated ex- 
pense of $185,000,000, and to permit 
an additional expenditure of $12,500,- 
000 for deepening the Thames. This 
step is taken with the expectation 
of offering such cheap and adequate 
wharfage, dock and ware house fa- 
cilities as will make* London’ the 
world’s greatest port of entry. It is 
the largest sum ever expended in the 
interests of municipal ownership. 

As showing the extent and profit of 
the public :franchise sentiment, in 
Great Britain, the following statement 
is made: 

According to an investigation ordered 
by parliament and based on returns up 
to March $i, 1902, a total capital of 
$587,686,000 was invested in ‘“‘reproduc- 
tive undertakings carried on by the 
municipal boroughs,’’ and the difference 
‘petween the “‘average annual income and 
the average annual working expenses for 
a period of four years,’’ was $23,338,200 
in profit for the municipalities. Ata con- 
servative estimate the present investment 
is $700,000,000 and the profits are of a 
larger percentage. 

The English and Scotch customs 
diverge where it comes to an appor- 
tionment of the gain accruing from 
public ownership. The English be- 
lieve in applying it to primary public 
expenses, thus cutting down the tax 
rate and eventually doing away en- 
tirely with direct taxation. The 
Scotch hold that the saving in ex- 
penditure to the citizen is sufficient 
personal compensation, and that as 
all improvements tend to increase 
the value of real estate, this “un- 
earned increment” should be forced 
to pay its tax, while the profit from 
public utilities should be spent for 
the general public, rather than in the

salutary good it is accomplishing;

Thirty-nine Years After. 

I:ditoc netitution: rhe contrast 
Letween the present great . pros- 
perity in the south and the conditions 
that existed there in 1865 is so striking 
that a review would seem to be in order. 

The confederate veteran, returning 
from the field where he had exhausted 
his all (save honor) for glory, witnessed 
such scenes as (an actual experience of 
the writer) a woman plowing, with a 
mule and a cow as the joint propelling 
power. Arriving at what was his home, 
he found desolation en every hand, and 
with no means to rectify the damage 
that four years of war had done. Fields 
grown up; live suock and farming imple- 
ments a thing of the past; buildings of 
all kinds in a state of dilapidation and 
no money or credit with which to re- 
deem the past. Except for the four years 
of privation and hard work, he had no 
experience in labor and was unfitted to 
confront the fearful problem that meant 
existence. 

From such beginnings we hava the 
south of today, due entirely to that 
same spirit which had sustained the south 
through the horrors of a civil war. 

Briefly told we have ag follows: 

An agricultural product which in the 
past year brought $1,500,000,000 and. 
saved this country from a terrible. panic, 

Manufacturing enterprises that real- 
ized as one year’s results $1,700,000,000 
and gave employment to thousands who 
formerly relied on one bread winner for 
life’s necessities. More than that, it 
made a@ contented and happy people with 
comfortable homes, thrifty habits and 
higher aspirations. 

Mines have been developed which apart 
from the great. benefit to labor, have 
enriched the owners, so as to enable them 
to develop other great enterprises. 

Our financial institutions reflect this 
era of go0d times, and we no longer sole- 
ly depend on northern capitalists, who 
formerly kept the anxious applicant for 
hours waiting in his ante room. South- 
ern industrial enterprises now receive 
prompt consideration in all financial cen- 
ters, for they are returning a high per- 
centage on their investtments. 

But little good timber is now found 
north of Mason and Dixon’s line, and 
buyers are driven to seek for southern 
supplies, which can yet be shipped to 
meet all wants. All the larger markets 
depend greatly on southern waters to 
supply oysters, fish, crabs and terrapin. 

Pig iron is shipped to Pennsylvania and 
sold for less than théir local furnaces 
can produce it, evén after paying $4 85 
per ton freight. 

Northern cotton mills are moving south 
because they are powerless to compete 
with southern factories. 

More coal is now mined in the south 
than was the entire output of the United 
States prior to twenty years ago. 

Oil from Texan gushers forms a very 
considerable item in an export list, swell- 
ing bank deposits to hitherto unknown 
proportions. 

Our coast countries from Florida to 
Pelaware make one vast garden, and 
daily pour an enormous production into 
the markets of the north and west, sup- 
plying fresh vegétables and fruit in re- 
turn for millions in cash. Beginning in 
1886, this industry has grown. s0 im- 
mensly as to tax transportation capacity. 

All this required the building of thou- 
sands of miles of railroads to mOve a 
tonnage so enormous that figures fail 
to satisfy the average mind. According 
to the United States geologica] -survey 
southern mineral outputs in the six- 
teen southern states increased as fol- 
lows: 

1880—$35,416.787 tO $253,225,323 in 
1902, of which Alabama contributes: 

1880, $2.413,038; 1901, $39,855,727; 1902, 
$69,442,458. 

It is not claimed that the above tells 
the whole story. With these facts before 
us what may we not expect when the 
Panama canal is opened? No event in 
a century has the same significance as 
that grand project, and all praise be to 
those who aided in its consummation.

Judge IsammpkKin overruled the motion 
to dismiss the ofThibition writ of Chief 
Ball directed against Justice Ormond 
yesterday afternoon, and this meant @ 
victory for Chief Ball and City Attorney 
Mayson, which it is believed presages 
a final victory when the case comes up 
for a hearing next Saturday.

Attorney Reu- 
pen Arnold, representing Justice Ormond, 
demurred to the petition and admitted 
what Chief Bali set forth was true. The 
demurrer was argued before Judge Lump- 
kin on two Saturday mornings, and yes- 
terday afternoon the judge decided to 
overnuie the demurrer. ; 

This means that the case will go before 
Judge Lumpkin next Saturday on affida- 
vits. Yesterday afternoon after Judge 
Lumpkin had overruled the demurrer, 
Attorneys Arnold and Mayson agreed for 
the case to go before Judge Lumpkin, 
instead of a jury, and that the evidence 
should be in the nature of affidavits. 

In his petition for a writ of prohibi- 
tion, Chier Ball rehearsed the Dringing 
of the prisoner, Harding, alias Blazer, to 
Aljanta ‘by Detective Callahan. He 
stated that Callahdn had extradition pa- 
pers and was unlawfully detained in At- 
lanta; that after there had been a writ 
of habeas corpus, Justice Ormond issued 
a warrant for Harding and that because 
he (Ball) did not turn over the prisoner 
on that warrant, Justice Ormond cited 
him to appear for contempt.

To prevent Justice Ormend from trying 
him for contempt, Chief Ball applied to 
the superior court for a writ of prohi- 
bition. He alleged that Justice Ormond 
had prejudged the case by stating that 
he inten... to send him (Chief Ball) to 
jail for five hours. 

Justice Ormond dented that he had pre- 
judged the case and held that as he kad 
jurisdiction in the case the superior court 
could not interfere.

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NCE in a while there appears on 
() musica] horizon a new star 

that astonishes people not merely 
because of its unexpected appearance but 
because of its size and luster.  Often- 
times it is only dilated by reason of cer- 
tain asmospheric conditions, and the arc 
it measures above the horizon is a small 
one before the star sinks again out of 
sight or pales to insignificance. In rare 
instances, however, the surprising light 
Slowly but surely grows brighter and 
more bright when it has left behind the 
false glamour of its first roseate setting, 
until it reaches its intensity at a zenith 
that widens the eves of every gazer. 
Scmetimes it is recognized at last as the 
center of a constellation. 

There have been young musicians with- 
out number hailed in their precocious 
youth as coming glories of the artistic 
firmament whose maturity has failed to 
realize their dawning promise, and yet 
practically all great artists have 
pressed in childhood ‘their potentiality. 
It is not only the character of the young 
musician, but his environment—that is, 
the habit of thought and the influences to 
study afforded by the teacher and those 
others nearest the young musician that 
determine the after history of a “child 
wender.” Therefore any prediction of a 
young musician’s future achievement 
must be provisional. 

At the recital given last Tuesday night 
by Miss Hannah Spiro at Klindworth 
conservatory there were spoken and un- 
spoken expectations among the large au- 
dience of 2 brilliant future for this young 
artist of 14. The word ‘artist’ is used 
advisedly, although it often serves a 
tco broadly inclusive meaning. Her pro- 
gramme, though, was one which required 
musicianship and her performance de- 
clared her already an adept. 

Big programmes do not always indicate 
good work. They mean too frequently a 
superficially prepared list of selections 
that are away beyond the scope of the 
“‘recitalist,” who has been “coached’’ for 
the express object of the recital, rather 
than taught with the recital added as an 
incident and not an end. 

Miss Spiro’s programme was certainly 
a big one, but her rendition of it rested 
manifestly on a firm foundation. and she 
‘s puf forward besides, not as a wonder, 
but as an unusual musician. Varia- 
tions and a fugue by Brahms, Bee- 
thoven’s G-major concerto, Mendelssohn’s 
prelude and fugue in E-minor, a nocturne 
and an etude by Chopin, a slumber song 
by Melartin, Listz’s “Etude Transcendin- 
tate, “‘Feux Follets,”’ and Liszt’s “‘Spin- 
ring Song’’—these are a formidable choice 
for a little girl to play, but her per- 
formance proved that they had not been 
thrust upon a mind unready for 
them, but that the ability to 
ecpe with them had _ been reached 
by gradual preparation. The programme is 
one which would well suit the physical 
strength, not to mention other requisites, 
of a man who makes music his profes- 
sion, and little Miss Spiro proved that 
She possessed not only the strength, but 
a certain force of musictanship that was 
no less remarkable than her technique, 
Which was equal to the programme. Some 
technical accomplishment is not unusual 
among young students, but what may be 
termed an established technique is rare 
indeed. A wonderfully well ordered mind 
she must have, indeed, --«: only to pray 
this programme, but to have memorized 
it and evidently to have assimilated it. 
Her apparent lacs: of self-consciousness 
and her absolute ease contriputed to the 
effect of her work and the Seriousness of 
ner musical intenuon betrayed itself not 
only in her achievement, but in a small 
incident at the close of the evening. Dur- 
ing all the confusion of congratulations 
and leavetaking the little student did not 
forget to ask her quietly pleased in.«

This is the Atlanta West 
railroad and its midnight mail train, No, 
97, which has for its very missiOn this 
correcting of the mistakes that are bound 
to be a part of one of the fastest sched- 
ules in the world, and the elimination of 
the past for the present which, if an im- 
possibility, is an actual] accomplishment 
on the part of 97. Or perhaps, to put it 
more plainly, if an hour is lost by the 
mail train before it reaches Atlanta, No. 
97 has for her mission the making up of 
that hour in order that the letters entrust- 
ed to her care may be delivered on time 
and within the contract specifications pro- 
vided by the government. 

It is a very wonderful and a very dif- 
ficult mission, it that, and it takes a rock 
ballast r@adbed, a nicety of elevation in 
the matter of curves, grades that will per- 
mit, rolling stock and equipment that 
have reduced the delays of friction and 
other obstacles to lowest terms, and most 
of all a mar at the throttle who knows 
end understands these things, and is on 
sufficiently intimate terms with each to 
enlist their help whenever the fight with 
time, and the making up of an hour 
that is lost, is imperative and immedi- 
ate. 

incidentally there is another time fea- 
ture in connection with the story of 97. 
She runs from the capitol city of a nation 
of the present to a.capitol city Of a 
uation of the past; from the stars and 
stripes that ripple with every passing 
breeze in Washington to the stars and 
bars that are furled with a “lost cause”’ 
in Montgomery. It is certainly the’ most 
historic train that runs today, connecting 
the union of the present with the con- 
federacy of the past in those close ties 
of commerce and protherly love which 
have long since swept sectional feeling 
into that oblivion where only such obso- 
lete and worthless things as last year’s 
schedules and yesterday’s newspapers 
are relegated. 

A Fight with Father Time. 

A few nights ago, the fast mai] on tne 
Southern dropped into Atlanta cOnsijdera- 
bly late. She had encountered many ob- 
stacles, and while she had fought a 
go00d fight with Father Time, she had 
lost an hour in the struggle with the old 
gentleman. With the transfer of the 
mail sacks, Engineer John F. Mec\Waters 
Saw that the work of a hard night was 
cyt out for him. He didn’t run around 
wildly or expOstulate loudly with the de- 
crees of fate. Engineers are not made 
of that kind of material, They are quiet 
men almost invariably, and look- 
ing, as well, as quiet looking as are the 
plain blue overalls and jumper which con- 
atitute their officia] uniform of active ser- 
vice. But they are as strong as the 
great driving wheels they control and as 
true as the materials of highly tempered 
meta] that are all around them. Sucn 
a one is Mr. McWaters. 

Standing watching the transfer of the 
mail sacks was the wriier and General 
Passenger Agent Joseph P. Billups, of 
the West Point road. “Get on that en- 
gine,’ said Mr. Billups, ‘‘and run down 
to Montgomery with Mr. McWaters, He’s 
backed trainsShed, and seemed to fee] its 
a very interesting form of murder if you 
watch it from the opposite side of an 
engine wab.’’ 

Se the newspaper man climbed on board 
and he found it all that Mr. Billups had 
said, quite that much, if nOt more so. 

Mr. McWaters has been with the road 
thirty-six years, and as Mr. Billups re- 
marked, “what he doesn’t know about 
that run, is sure torn out of the books,” 
Of medium height, the engineer’s figure 
is rather stocky, suggesting all kinds of 
strength, but it is the light in his eye 
that labels him for the kind of a man he 
is. ThoSe eyes are as clear and as clean 
4s polished crystal, and yet a light 
burns there that is indeScribable, a 
something in the way of expression that 
has come with thirty-six years of leane 
ing out of a cab window, always looking 
ahead for the care and safety of others,

With noisy remonstrance, big engine 
No, 16, pulled out from the great turtle-

what seemed to a promiscuous pro- 
But somewhere away out in the 
| darkness a train dispatcher was manipu- 
. lating these winking, blinking __iittle 
' switch lamps, and telegraph operators, 
night men in the switch tower, engi- 
neers and trainmen were following in- 
structions, and out of the labyrinth of 
intermingling strips of steel that looked 
like giant cobwebs in the reflection of 
the headlight, order was brought out 
of aparent chaos by means of a system 
that is as perfect in its accomplishment 
as it ig incomprehensible to the average 
sleepy passenger struggling with refrac- 
tory trousers in the narrow confines of a 
sleeping car compartment, 

Slowly the engineer continued to pick 
his way through the great steel-spun web, 
on below viaduct bridges, with their 
network of superstructure that looked 
like great curtains thrown out of dark- 
ness; on below skyscrapers of solid black, 
except for the single light.left burning 
on every floor by the night watchman, 
that Seemed to stare a sleepy goodnight 
message to 97 as she crawled on her way, 
aching to jump forward and show her 
Strength, but held impatiently in leash 
. by the speed ordinances of a city govern- 
ment aad the hand of Engineer Mc- 
Waters. 

Slowly the speed was increased until 
the sleeping barracks at Fort McPherson 
seemed to rush past in the opposite di- 
rection before the sentinal on guard 
could wavg a welcome out of the glare 
of the headlight for this sudden inter- 
ruption to his lonely vigil.

After 
that knéwledge, the- sensations may be 
novel, but they are hardly dangerous 
enough in the nature of things to breed 
excitement. "7 

Next to his engine the roadbed with- its 
gtades and elevatrons of track are the 
creeds of an engineer to which he pins 
his faith, For his engine he has a sen- 
timent that appears in his conversation, 
sometimes in a way that is apt to cause 
confusion. 

“No, She ain’t the least bit cranky. 
She’s never gone back on me since I've 
been with her. Of course you take some- 
One who don’t know her and it might be 
different, but 1 understand her ways an’ 
we haven’t had any real trouble yet.”’ 

No, gentle reader, if by any chance you 
have read this far, he is not speaking of 
his wife or of his sweetheart. He is sim- 
ply referring to his engine as you will 
know when he adds: ‘Of course you got 
te keep her fire clean. A dirty fire will 
make any of ’em stir up trouble, but give 
her a clean fire and her steam’ll hold up 
as steady as possible.”’ 

Some ministers of the gospel place much 
Stress on immersion or foreordination or 
infant baptism, all of which beliefs lead 
to the making of denominations. These 
matters may also concern the engineer 
when. he is at home, but when he is on 
duty it is the roadbed -and all that goes 
with it from which he draws his text for 
the preaching of a sermon that all who 
ride may read. If it is a soft roadbed 
with old ties and light rails, he will 
preach caution awd restrain his tempta- 
tion to pull her wide open and he will 
practice what he preaches. But if the 
roadbed is of the rock ballast kind, with 
new ties and heavy rails, he will come 
out boldly with these as his text for full 
salvation and the saving of souls even 
when the schedule requires running at 
high speed to make up for lost time. For 
while engineers may differ as to the mat- 
ter of a fulcrum of the trailing wheels 
or as to the proper limits of boiler pres- 
eure, they all believe in rock ballast as 
the only sure means of saving grace and 
time which is equally essential. 

And because that was the kind of a 
roadbed Engineer McWaters had _ the 
theme of his unpreached sermon was per- 
fect faith and confidence, and he dashed 
around curves and down grades secure 
in the knowledge that the road on which 
he traveled had beén builded upon a rock, 
which is according to both the scriptures 
and the scientific teaching of the best 
civil, engineers. 

Engineers of Fiction. 

It woulda be very pleasant to write 
something tn the way of a characteristic 
interview with Mr. McWaters, but while 
he was just as pleasant as thousands of 
Atlantans know him to be, he was also 
on duty. And the only really talking 
engineers a railroadman ever meets are 
those he sometimes stumbled on in fic- 
tion. Of course when a stop is reached 
the engineer will get out and make a 
careful scrutiny of his “pride and joy’”’ 
in much the same way ag will a horse- 
man who is in love with his animal. But 
if he says something, which is seldom 
it will be to the effect that the forward 
truck is equipped with simple swing hang- 
ers, or it he thinks you are’really in- 
terested, he wil] tell you confidentially 
that the trailing truck has a radius bar 
which is equalized with the rear pair of

to w far greater degree than the college 
batter and consequently in order to be 
known at all in the college worid a player 
must be a pitcher.

was a late one 

‘I'd certainly hate to see another such 
freeze come pow,” remarked the cap- 
tain. ‘‘for it would certainly mean ruin 
to Georgia for a time.

Commissioner of Agriculture ©. B. 8te- 
vens, and also called on Governor Ter- 
rell for a brief conference. 

The committee has in its employ Ma- 


jor C. H. Camfield, of Albany, who has:° 


been doing the technical work in con- 
nection with the books of the various 
departments, and who is now on the 
hooks of the comptroller general's office. 
Major Camfield will be at work untir 
July § at least, and perhaps longer, as 
ne etill has the pension and treasury 
Gepartments to go through with, and 
these are the heaviest of all. 

Mr. Hall and his committee are now 
making only a generaj inspection of the 
departments at the capitol with a view 
to learfning something of the working 
methods, They have already visited all 
of the etate institutions with the ex- 
ception of the agricultural college at 
Dahionega, and they hope to be able to 
go there the latter part of this week. 

One of the important recommendations 
which this committee will make to the 
legislature at its coming session is the 
creation of the office of state auditor. It 
is designed to have a state auditor with 
a clerk, whose duty it shall be to audit 
all of the acounts of the state institu- 
tions and departments from month to 
month, and going from one institution to 
another as occasion may require. The 
committee will make recommendations 
on other minor matters, but this ts the 
most important point so far agreed up- 
on. That this would be duno wos saieu 
in The Constitution severa] weeks ago 
when the committee was last here.

It will, however, 
be deposited at once for collection, 
though it is not expected that it will be 
paid.

MORE SCHOOLS 
SAYS BLANCHARD 


Governor of Louisiana Make 
Plea for Educa- 
tion, 


Baton Rouge, la., May 16.—In the pres- 
ence of a multitude of Loufsianans, 
gathered in the grounds of the state cap- 
Itol today, Newton C. Blanchard was 
inaugurated as governor and Jared Y. 
anders as lieutenant governor. State 
troops and the naval reserves steamer 
Stranger participated In the ceremonies, 
which were opened with prayer by Epis- 
copal Bishop Davis Sessums. Chief Jus- 
tice Breaux, of the supreme court, ad- 
ministered the oath. 

In his inaugural address, 
Blanchard made 4 strong appeal for 
larger appropriations and MIiberal and 
progressive legislation promoting educa- 
tion. He proposed a milYon-dollar bond 
is#ue to build schoot houses. He recom- 
mended the refunding of the state debt 
of 611,000,000 now bearing interest at 4 
per cent, into long-term 3 per cent bonds, 
larger appropriations for the confederate 
veterans, the passage of laws suppreéss- 
ing gambling, the promotion of good feel- 
ing between capital and labor, the regu- 


Governor 
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of good roads. On the Subject of law 
and order, he Says: 

“Mob law in contravention and defiance 
of law will not be tolerated. Lynchings 
will not be permitted under any circum- 
Stances, if it he possible for the military 
at the command of the governor to get 
there in time to prevent &. And if they 
eecur before the intervention of the ex- 
ecutive can be made effective, inquiry 
and investigation will be made and prose- 
eutions instituted. Sheriffs will be .held 
to the strictest accountability possible 
under the law for the safety from mob 
Violence of persons jn their custody.”’ 

On the negro question he said: Tne ne- 
gro is here. He is a man and a citizen 
He is useful and vaiuable In his sphere. 
Within that sphere he must be guaran- 
teed the equal protection of the law, and 
his education along proper lines—mainly 
agricultural and industrial~is at once a 
duty and a necessity. He must be pro- 
tected in his right to live peaceably and 
quietly; in his right to labor and enjoy 
the fruits of his labor. He must be en- 
couraged to industry and taught habits 
of thrift. 

“NO approach toward social equality or 
social recognition will ever be tolerated 
in Louisiana. Separate schools, separate 
churcnes, separate cars, separate places 
of entertainment will be enforced. Ractal 
distinction and integrity must be pre- 
served, But there {s room enough in this 
broad southland with proper line# of 
limitation and demarcation for the. two 
races to live on terms of mutual trust 
mutual help, good understanding an 
concord. The south assertg Its ability to 
handle and solve the negro question on 
humanitarian lines—the one of justice and 
right. We brook no Interference from 
without. It is up to the south to so handle 


and solve it as to furnish no occasion 


lation of trusts and laws in the interest

T0 DISCUSS PARK 
ON NEXT MONDAY 
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Council Will Hold Speci Ns 
sion fur the Purpose 


Committee of Which Councilman 
Amorous is Chairman Made its 
Report, Which Shows That 
Piedmont Park Can Be 
Bought for $90,000. 


The general council] will meet next 
Monday afternoon at $3 o'clock for the 
purpose of discussing the proposed pur- 
chase of Piedmont park by the muni- 
cipal government and to take definite 
action upon that proposition. 

This was decided during the session of 
council] yesterday afternoon, a recommen- 
dation to that effect having been made 
by the special cOmmittee, of which Coun- 
cilman Amorous js chairman. 

The committee reported that the park 
property could be acquired for $99,000, 
$60,000 of which would be used in retir- 
ing the bonds, while $39,000 would go 
to the holders of common and preferred 


stock. 

The report was signed by 
members of the committee, 
Harwell, the third member, being out of 
the city. 

In introducing the report of the com- 
mittee Councilman Amorous made a 
statement. He said that his name would 
be found among those who had given 
their holdings to the city upon condition 
that the Park is purchased and used for 
park purposes. He had, he said, seen 60 
stockholders. One of these was unwilling 
to donate hig stock to the city, but was 
preparing to sel] if. Councilman Amorous 
himself bought the etock and gave it 
to the city. This statement was greeted 
by applause from his fellow councilmen. 
Councilman Amorous said he made it only 
because he feared some might think him 
interested in the Pledmont park proper- 
ty. 

Speeches favoring the purchase were 
made by Alderman Woodward, Council- 
man Goodwin and Councilman Peters, 
while epeeches against the purchase were 
made by Alderman Girardeau and Coun- 
cilman Terrell. 

In the course of his speech Councilman 
Peters said he believed the city should 
acquire the property and hold it as 
a site for future éxpositions and fairs. 
The buildings are thoroughly suited to 
the purpose and are in good condition. 
The government, he said, has appropriat- 
ed $8,000 for a cattle show to be held 
in Atlanta in order to encourage cattle 
treeding in this sectlon of the country. 
Congressman Livingston had promised the 
goverument a site for the exhibition and 
was doubtless referring to Pledmont park. 

Councilman Quillian wanted to have 
the matter deferred until the next reg- 
ular session of council but at the re- 
quest of Councilman Amorous he with- 
drew his moticn and that portion of the 
report which provides for a special meet- 
ing of council next Monday afternoon at 
3 o’clock was adopted. 

Toxt of the Report. 

The report in full is as follows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and 
Councll: 

“Your special committee on the sub- 
fect of Pledmont park beg to make the 
following report: 

“We find this property is owned by a 
stock company, known as the Piedmont 
Exposition Company. They own about 
185 acres of land; it is improved with 
roads, water facilities, drains and sew- 
ers, ana also several fair buildings, cost- 
ing $200,000. The baseball park is a 
part of this property. The buildings are 
owned by the Interstate Fair Association, 
except what is known ag the government 
building, which really belongs to the 
city, having been donated by the govern- 
ment to the city. 

“The Piedmont Exposition Company is 
capitalized as follows: $60,000 of com- 
mon stock and $40,000 of preferred stock, 
They have a fortgage in the shape of 
honded indebtedness on said property of 
$60,000. These bonds have about seven 
years yet.to run, and bear interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent; there is about one 
year’s Interest due on these bonds. 

‘The Interstate Fair Association also 
owe about $2,500 for which the buildings

“The present income from this prop- 
erty consists of rental of the baseball 
park at the rate of $600 a season; there 
is also on the property a bicycle race 
course, which yields a varying income. 
We are informed that they have received 
from bicycle rental as much as $2,204 
in one year. The fair association, when 
they hold fairs, also pay a rental to 
the exposition company. 

“Your committee has received the ac- 
companying propositions direct from the 
Piedmont Exposition Company directors, 
which provide for the city to assume the 
bonds of $60,000, interest to be paid after 
June |! on same, and pay the exposition 
company $80,000, which would make the 
total cost to the city for the entire prop- 
erty $110,000. 

“The exposition company will pay the 
accrued finterest on the bonds of about 
$3,500, and also all the debts of the Inter- 
state Fair Association against the build- 
ings, which is about $2,500. This $50,000 
will be divided pro rata among the stock- 
holdera of the Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany. Individual stockholders of the 
Piedmont Exposition Company have do- 
nated in writing, in some instances, their 
entire holdings of stock, and in others 
they have fixed a price, which would 
leave the actual net cast to the city, if 
they decide to purchase the grounds and 
puildings, $39,000, and the assumption of 
the $60,000 bond issue. 

“The committee recommends that these 
offers be filed, and that the subject of 
whether the city will purchase same or 
not be laid over for a meeting of council 
to be held on Monday, May 23, at 3 
o’clock.

Woodward, committee.”’
